—all male British subjects resident in Canada at any time since September 1st, 1939. who, on 
July 15th, 19 -lO, were unmarried, or childless widowers, and who on July 1st, 1940, had 
reached the ages of

and who were on the fifteenth day of July (1940), unmarried or widowers without child or children

Men designated in the aforegoing are further required 

"To submit themselves for medical examination and to undergo military training for a period of four 
months within Canada or the territorial waters thereof, and to report at such places and times and in such 
manner and to such authorities or persons as may be notified to them respectively by a Divisional Registrar 
of an Administrative Division.' , Extract from Paragraph 4 of Proclamation.

Deferring of Training Periods to Avoid Individual Hardship 

If the Board is satisfied that the calling out of any man for military training will cause 
extreme hardship to those dependent upon such man, the Board may, from time to time, 
postpone the training period of the man: Provided that such man shall apply for a post¬ 
ponement order in accordance with the provisions of subsection one of section ten of the 
regulations. 

Postponement Applications Must be Made in Writing 

No application for a postponement order may be made otherwise than in w riting, by the 
man called out, to the Divisional Registrar who issued the “Notice—Medical Examination'* 
and within eight clear days of the date appearing on such notice. 

Any person who appears before a Board shall do so at his own expense. 

War Industry and Seasonal Occupations given Consideration ‘ 

In the national interest, applications for postponement of training of key men engaged in 
war industries, or in essential occupations, may be addressed to the Divisional Registrar 
concerned. 

Eligible Men Must Not Leave Canada without Authority 

No male British subject who is liable to be called out for military training shall, after his age 
class has been called out by proclamation, leave Canada, for any reason whatsoever, unless 
and until he has been so authorized in writing by the Chairman of the Board to whose juris¬ 
diction such man is subject. 

Eligible men must notify authorities immediately of 
change of address or marital status 

If you are a single man or childless widower between the ages of 19 and 45 and 
if you change your address, or if you marry, you must immediately notify

I lf you do not know the name and address of your Divisional Registrar, ask at

Failure to comply with this requirement may subject you to a fine or imprison¬ 
ment.

Provision has been made for tlie reinstatement of men in their positions of employ¬ 
ment, after their periods of training or service, under conditions that will facilitate their re¬ 
entry to civilian life.

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WEEKLY LETTER 


THE TABLES ARE TURNED 


In recent years the condi¬ 
tions brought about bv drought, 
in Western Canada have led to 
doubt and criticism in the East. 
At present the situation is re¬ 
versed to a considerable dean j 
and the West has an opportun¬ 
ity of re-establishing its repu¬ 
tation. 

The writer of this letter h r 
just had tho opportunity of 
making a trip to Ontario and 
while there obtained some first 
hand confirmation of the situa¬ 
tion of live stock producers in 
that province. The drought con¬ 
ditions which have prevailed 
i n Eastern Canada throughov 
the spring and earlv summer 
have presented the producers 
with a difficult problem from 
the standpoint of finding feed 
supplies for maintaining all 
phases of live stock production 
on a norrpal basis. This is likelv 
to have a profound effect on the 
live stock situation in Canada 
until next year and it comes at 
a most inopportune time in re¬ 
lation to the agricultural war 
effort of Canada. This will be 
primarily true in regard to the 
production of dairv products, 
especially cheese, and hogs for 
the export market. All the read 
erg of this letter n n doubt are 
aware that the present produc¬ 
tive lervel for cheese and hogs is 
being straind to provide bacon 
and cheese in the quantities de¬ 
sired by tile Britsh Government 
This situation may still become 
more critical unless some re-ad¬ 
justment of production in Can¬ 
ada can lie mad^ to overcome 
the deficiency which is likelv to 
develop in Ontario and other 
parts of Eastern Canada. 

For once Western Canada 
with generally good crops lias an 
opportunity to step into the 
breach and by a careful use of 
the good crops which will be 
produced, we hav.e an oportun- 
itv of making up to a large 
tent for the deficiency in pro¬ 
duction which mav develop in 
the East. Ilog producers in 
Western Canada particularly are 


in a favorable position and with 
the recent price increase and 
tho outlook for an improved 
price under the no wbacon agree 
moot with Britain, the future 
looks full of encouragement and 
no producer should feel that if 
would he a financial sacrifice for 
him to go all out in an effort to 
provide the pork products so ur¬ 
gently required. 

Even in dairying, a similar 
situation exists and a special 
effort should be made to main¬ 
tain and increase* the production 
of dairv products in the West. 
While tlu» possibility of us mak¬ 
ing up anv major deficiency in 
.•heese is rather slight because 
of the relatively small scale of 
our cheese produition. there is 
no reason why the production 
of butter cannot he maintained 
at a high level and be increased 
over that of previous years. 

With reference to feeder 
lambs and cattle, it appears that 
tho demand for this type of 
stock will either h ive to be 
counterbalanced bv an increase 
in thp amount of feeding to be 
don ' in Western Canada or tbe 
feeder lambs and feeder cattle 
will ho hoggin" fo** a market. 
The irrigated districts of Soutli- 
nrn Alberta have for years been 
developed into a cent»* P tor \hr 
finshing of lambs and cattle and 
there appears to he no reason 
whv the facilities cannot be 
developed to a still further ex¬ 
tent if the situation which has 
teen outlined should develop 
Dmu fall.
